because no book can cover all 
possible situations. The "rules" 
are meant only as general 
advice. Break the rules when- 
ever it's to your advantage to 
do so.

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iNEWSPA'FERr 
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Away From Integration 


It just may be that American encour- 


agement of complete integration of white 
and Negro citizens may have come too late. 


It seems ironic that the more progress 


that is made for Negroes in the United 
States, the more demands are made and the 
more violent the demands become. But this 
has been the history of revolutionary 
movements, even 
when they are not 


coordinated and controlled. In some ways 
American Negroes, struggling for equal 
housing, education and employment oppor- 
tunities are like people in the newly 
independent and underdeveloped nations 
of Asia and Africa. As they become aware 
of what is available to others and the 
possibilities of having H themselves, they 
become more violent in their efforts to get 
it. 


Despite the advances, the situations in 


Negro ghettos of the large cities where 
most of the summer's riots have occurred 
are desperate. As Senator Robert Kennedy 
points out, only 43 per cent of adult Negro 
men in a typical ghetto have full time 
employment which pays more than $60 a 
week and only a bare majority 'are 
employed at all. The census figures are not 
accurate because so many male Negroes 
have no fixed address. And this of course 
contributes to the instability of the family 
which some sociologists have conceded 
influences the frustration and anger which 
leads to the violence. 


The more radical leaders of Negroes are 


not the slightest bit interested in sharing 
the white man's world or so they say. They 
speak of "black power," or shooting down 
"whitey," of destroying white property. 
They want political and economic power 
but not as part of an integrated society. 
And certainly the riots have tended to go in 
this separatist direction. As violence in- 
creases, the opposition hardens, retaliation 
grows and the resulting oppression creates 
new hatreds and explosions. 


Discrimination in the past against newly 


arrived Irish immigrants, the Germans in 
World War I, the Japanese in World War II 
did not have this history of violence which 
has accompanied the seeking of equality 
for the Negro. It is in part a matter of the 
color of skin. But, except among fanatics or 
for fun, there never was any talk of Irish or 
Norwegian or Italian control of the coun- 
try. The reaction was almost the exact 
opposite; efforts by Italians not to be 


associated with the undergroitnd Mafia. 
German antagonism 
toward the 
Bund, 


massive Japanese-American enlistment in 
the armed forces. Integration, even of 
different religious denominations, has now 
become accepted among the great majority 
of Americans. 


It may be that the deep white opposi- 


tion to integration with Negroes is a major 
cause of the current violence. But this 
cannot be entirely the fault of American 
whites. The failure of many Negroes to 
overcome their handicaps has had some- 
thing to do with the continuation of the 
ghettos. 


There has been no real evidence that 


the Negro violence is a Communist plot 
despitp <=omp speculation on thi« point 
Rather it appears that it is easy for white 
Americans 
to blame 
almost all their 


troubles upon a Red conspiracy without 
bothering to find out whether any such 
thing exists. But certainly it does seem 
likely that in the explosive situations of the 
ghettos, the spark of an agitator, home- 
grown or imported, is enough to set things 
aflame. The rebellious Negro youths, with 
apparently" nothing to lose or so they think, 
are the tinder 
Uncontrolled 
at 
home, 


uninspired in school, frustrated or led to 
believe that they are discriminated against; 
for them the violence is an outlet and 
something to do on the idle summer nights. 


The Milwaukee curfew and sealing off 


of the city was a sound and effective move 
to stop the violence. But American cities 
cannot exist in a state of perpetual seige. 
The solutions must be found to enable the 
American Negro to grow up with hope and 
not despair in an integrated society or a 
segregated one of his own making. 


Whitney Young, executive director of 


the National Urban League and a long time 
civil rights leader, warns that the "separa- 
tist self-segregation" only "breeds more 
segregation." And "whether imposed from 
the outside or sought from within, segrega- 
tion leads to disadvantage in competing for 
the rewards of society." We concur. 


But the urban violence indicates at least 


considerable Negro adherence to the more 
radical ideas of black power and separa- 
tism. In the long run it appears that the 
Negro community itself must determine 
whether it seeks true integration or a 
separatist society which is likely to be 
always on the brink of violence and 
revolution. 


American Policy and Red China 


Representative Clement Zablocki, chair- 


man of the House Foreign Affairs subcom- 
mittee on Asian and Pacific affairs, told the 
Eagles Club convention that the United 
States should continue to make efforts to 
get in touch with the Chinese leaders in 
Peking and to make plans for the eventual 
entry of Red China into the United Nations. 
The congressman is quite right. The 
problem is to find a way. 


Right now, when reportedly Mao Tse- 


tung is being confronted once more with 
serious rebellion and this time among army 
troops, there is little possibility of any 
contact. One of Mao's major policies is to 
encourage hatred of the United States and 
continue to charge us with colonialism with 
our involvement in Vietnam as the main 
evidence. The rampaging Red Guard is 
fanatical in its violence against the United 
States and anything, even haircuts, which 
seem to reflect Western ideas or culture. 
Nor is there any sign so far that Mao will 
not continue to be faced with opposition for 
some months ahead. 


But even if the Red Chinese leaders 


were eager to get into the United Nations 
and restore diplomatic relations with the 
United States, the road would be a tough 
one. The United States has taken a rigid 
stand toward Peking, first attempting to 
punish it by nonrecognition, 
a 
foolish 


effort, then trying to act as if it were not 
there. If the government of Chiang Kai- 
shek had been lily pure, there might have 
been some reason for this attitude. But a 
big reason why the Communists won that 
civil war was the 
corruption of the 


Nationalist regime and its failure to find 
solutions to the serious grievances of the 
Chinese people. This does not 
mean. 


however, that the Communists are any less 
corrupt or more successful in alleviating 
misery. 


As our troubles increase around the 


world, at least some Americans, but not 
notably the leadership in Washington, are 
coming to realize that we cannot dictate to 
other countries what sort of governments 
they should have. In our opposition to 
communism, we have actually elevated its 
appeal to some people and its threat of 
managing to hold together despite the 
fragmenting influence of nationalism and 
the failures of communism to match the 
progress in capitalistic countries. What 
started out as a sincere desire to protect 
other peoples from outside aggression and 
the seizing of power by totalitarians, has 
turned to rigid lines particularly in Asia. 
There has been no sign of leadership 
toward re-establishing normal relations 
with China from the Department of State. 


Nor does there seem to be a plan for 


the future. What will Washington do, for 
instance, if Philippine President Marcos is 
persuaded, not merely to send no more 
troops to Vietnam, but to insist that some 
military bases in the Philippines be closed? 
Will we blame it all on the Communist 
Huks whose increase in influence has come 
about because of failures of the Philippine 
government to meet the needs of the 
people despite some valiant efforts? 


Congressman Zablocki pointed out that 


by making efforts to contact the Red 
Chinese, "we give the lie to those who 
claim that Peking's hostility is simply a 
reflection of American hatred." Unfortu- 
nately a lot of hostility around the world 
has developed because of American intran- 
sigence toward governments and leaders on 
whom we have not stamped our approval.

They 
regard any attempt to deprive 
them of their lager beer as a 
beverage exactly as the great 
mass of native-born Amen- 
<ans would feel if legislation 
or organized effort were made 
to deprive them of or prevent 
by force their drinking of tea 
and coffee. 


They do not believe that 


beer is injurious, and legisla- 
tion 
will not change that 


belief. 


Nor are Germans alone in 


this belief. A large portion af 
other nationalities in our midst 
think as they do on the 
subject. Hence the futility of 
prohibitory legislation with the 
sense of the people so mani- 
festly against it.

It has been hinted that the

Thus 
there could be a kind of

The truth is that the provi- 


sion was not 
inspired 
by 


partisan interests. It was sug- 
gested by a wholly indepen- 
dent student of election admin- 
istration and has the purpose 
of providing the broadest pos- 
sible 'and practicable choice 
for the voter in the next 
presidential preference elec- 
tion. The truth is also that it 
was unanimously approved by 
the bipartisan study commis- 
sion which drafted the revi- 
sion. It had no objections from 
leading Democrats who surely 
would have, protested if they 
suspected opposition skulldug- 
gery. 


THEOBALD MADE SUGGES- 
TION 


It was Rupert Theobald of 


the Legislative R e f e r e n c e 
Bureau, a man trusted and 
admired by partisans of both 
faiths, who suggested the idea. 


The rationale covered sever- 


al considerations 


First, there remains 
the 


possibility that one ballot or 
the other will contain no name 
of a legitimate presidential 
nomination candidate. Presi- 
dent Johnson, for example, 
cannot be forced to have his 
name on next spring's Wiscon- 
sin ballot. He could file a 
disclaimer, in spite of his 
prospective candidacy, as long 
as he has not acknowledged 
that he is seeking another 
nomination.

In such a situation, the 


Democratic Party should have 
the right to elect an unin- 
structed delegation to the con- 
vention.. This would be the 
effect of a majority nay vote, 
either against a minor candi- 
date or against the President 
himself, although such a con- 
tingency is not easily visualiz- 
ed. 


The same rule would applv 


to the Republican side of the 
ballot. There are likely to be 
several c a n d i d a t e s listed 
there. But it is possible, at 
least theoretically, that a ma- 
jority of Republican voters 
won't respond to them, and 
prefer to vote nay. This would 
provide the Republican Party 
ef Wisconsin with an unin- 
structed national convention 
delegation, free to make its 
own choice at 
the scene, 


according to its own taste and 
judgment. *

CHOICE OF BALLOTS 


There is another and possi- 


bly more important considera- 
tion in the "no" option that 
may not be immediately ap- 
parent. The primary election 
is "open," which means that 
voters can choose the ballot 
'hat appeals to them at the 
moment, without regard to 
their actual affiliation or likely 
decision in a final election. 


That situation has bred the 


"cross-over" problem, which 
has embarrassed, worried' and 
probably damaged both party 
interests in the state in the 
past. Republicans were frus- 
trated by the problem in the 
primaries of the 1950's. Demo- 
crats struggled with it in 1964, 
when thousands of Republicans 
obviously entered the Demo- 
cratic column, having no con- 
test on their own ballot, to 
heckle President Johnson with 
a vote for the intransigent 
George Wallace. 


Given a chance to vote "no" 


on their own side of the ballot, 
Democrats won't be as inclin- 
ed to invade the Republican 
primary. As it happens, Re- 
publicans are likely to stay on 
their own side of the ballot 
next year, with the contests 
promised there, but the same 
"no" 
option may dissuade 


them from crossing over an- 
other time.

Humphrey s a i d priorities 
must be jobs, education, train- 
ing and retraining, decent 
housing, convenient m a s s 
transit, creative use of tax 
and other incentives to bring 
private investment into the 
central city, crime control, 
recreation, h e a l t h services 
and participation by all people 
in the life of their community. 


Humphrey reminded t h e 


audience that President John- 
son has recommended almost 
S26 billion for federal pro- 
grams directly helping the 
poor. 


'Too Much' 


"And. he said, "if you don't 


think that is enough money, 
than talk to the people who 
think it's too much." 


"Humphrey said measures 


passed by the 89th Congress 
provide "the basic building 
blocks with which to eliminate 
the slum and build a stronger 
nation " 


But, 
he warned, there is 


still a need for other pro- 
grams to supplement laws 
already on the books.

"It could provide," he ex- 


plained, "a state community 
relations service designed to 
prevent violence and to gain 
community cooperation and 
hear the voices of those who 
have gone unheard. A council 
for civil peace," Humphrey 
said, "could provide a way 
and 
means for those who 


would be the innocent victims 
of violence to have an oppor- 
tunity to forestall that tragedy 
and to bring to bear their 
knowledge, their information 
and their sense of citizen- 
ship." 


The vice president urged 


Americans "not to condemn 
the many for the sins of the 
few" and stated he has "faith 
in the courage and good sense 
of 
the 
people who 
today 


remain 
still trapped within 


the walls of poverty and 
despair." 


Solemnly speaking to the 


silent crowd, Humphrey said, 
"The way you treat people is 
the way you treat God." 


He warned, however, that 


"the 
injustices of 100 years 


will not be wiped away in five 
or 10 years, and the behavior 
patterns of a lifetime will not 
be wiped out in a month or 
even a year." 


The "ghetto of the heart, 


mind and soul, as well as tiw 
physical ghetto, will not dis- 
solve in the warmth of good 
intention and wishfulness. 


"It will be eradicated only," 


Humphrey said, "when each 
of our citr/ens stands equal 
and proud before the law and 
his neighbors. It will be 
eradicated only when the peop- 
le trapped within it are abl« 
to lift themselves into self- 
.sustaining, productive citizen- 
ship " 
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
